Removed by Death 


Cecil Kittredge Bancroft, Registrar for Quarter of a 
Century, Mourned by Wide Circle of Friends— 
Had Been Ill for Some Time 


Cecil Kittredge Bancroft, Registrar and 
Instructor in Latin at Phillips Academy, 
since 1906, died on Saturday, November 


6th, at the Isham Infirmary, after an illness } 


of three months. Mr. Bancroft was born on |} 


December 15, 1868, at Lookout Mountain, 
Chattanooga, Tennessee, where his father, 
Cecil F. P. Bancroft was then Principal of 
the Lookout Mountain Educational Institu 


tion. His mother was Fanny Adelia Kittredge | 


Bancroft, of Mont Vernon, New Hampshire 
In 1873 Dr. Cecil F. P. Bancroft became 


Principal of Phillips Academy, serving in | 


that position until his death, in 1901. Cecil 
Kk. Bancroft entered Phillips Academy at an 


early age, and graduated with the class of 
1887. While in school he was a member of 
the football eleven. He received his Degree, 
Cum Laude, from Yale College in the year 


1801, After two years of teaching at Morris 
Academy, Morristown, New Jersey, he spent 
two more years of study in Rome, Italy, In 
1895 he became a tutor and instructor in 
Latin at Yale University, where he remained 
until 1906, when he returned to Phillips 
Academy to accept the position of Registrar, 
under his cousin, Alfred E. Stearns, who be- 
came Headmaster in 1903. His incumbency 
as Registrar has covered a period of almost 
precisely a quarter of a century. Last winter 
Mr. Bancroft was in failing health, and this 
autumn he was given a leave of absence for a 
year by the Trustees. His death was due to a 
complication of diseases. 

Mr. Bancroft, who was unmarried, leaves 
two sisters, Miss Mary Bancroft, a member 
of the teaching stafi at Abbot Academy, 
Andover, and Mrs. William J. Long, of 
Stamford, Connecticut. He was a Congre 
gationalist, a member of the American 
Philological Society, and a member of Phi 
Beta Kappa. For many years he had spent 
his summer vacations at Mont Vernon, 
New Hampshire. 

The funeral service was conducted at the 
new Phillips Academy Chapel, at 2:30, on 
the afternoon of Tuesday, November 29th.

In making the link between the centuries, 
Mr. Ellsworth shows beautifully colored 
pictures of the great modern cathedrals: St 
John the Divine in New York, St. Peter and 
St. Paul in Washington, the Catholic Cath- 
edral about to be built in Detroit, and the 
new San Francisco cathedral.

Trucks and busses are 
the gainers when a new highway is 
built; why not assess them heavily for 
| this? Why let our railroads fail because 
we are subsidizing other carriers at the 
| taxpayers’ expense? It would be a 
forbidding task to make the trucks and 
busses censtruct private highways, but 
the least that can be expected of them 
is that they pay a good part of the cost 
of the roads they use for their business. 
Every business man has to build his 
own plant and pay his own upkeep and 
depreciation costs as well as taxes. It 
seems grossly unfair to allow these 
carriers to carry on their business at the 
public’s expense while the railroads are 
|struggling along for themselves. Lvery 
motorist has to pay a gasoline tax and 
an excise tax. There is some justice to 
this assessment, but there is no doubt 
that heavy trucks and busses shculd 
pay a much larger proportion of the 
cost of building and maintaining roads. 
The casual motorist is bothered 
mostly because the trucks and the 
busses are an impediment to traffic. 
However, the public are becoming more 
and more censcious of the fact that they 
are paying to keep the busses and trucks 


There is something which seems very 
unfair in the present plight of the 
railroads in the United States. Compe-| 
tition has hit them in the last decade 
and now deficits are staring many of 
our railroads in the face. In the early 
history of the roads, Congress had the 
difficult task of removing unfair compe- 
tition among the carriers. Today it is 
quite possible that unfair competition 
from cther forms of passenger or frieght 
traffic is one of the principal reasons for 
the loss in revenue. 


Busses and trucks have taken a heavy 
toll from the railroad traffic. They are 
less expensive to the customer and are 
commendable in this respect. However, 
to be absolutely fair the railroad’s 
problem should be analyzed in an en- 
deavor to ascertain just why their 
costs are so much higher than trucks and 
busses, 


According to figures compiled by the 
Department of Commerce, 7.3 percent 
of the railroads’ earnings in 1931 were 
spent in paying taxes. The railroads 
operate on their own property, while the 
busses and trucks operate on roads 
built by the government out of the tax- 
payers’ pocketbooks. Roads built for

Thanksgiving in Hard Times 


Our Thanksgiving Day comes to us this 
year in the midst of unprecedentedly hard 
times. One surmises that there are millions 
of our people who are not in a thankful 
mood. But hard and bitter though the times 
are for millions of our people, there are good 
reasons why we as a nation should be thank- 
ful. 


First, the conditions in our land have not 
been so bad as they might have been. In 
saying this we must guard against minimizing 
the extent and severity of the hardship which 
our people have suffered. Probably many of us 
have little comprehension of it. It is difficult 
for any of us to realize how great it has been. 
Both in extent and severity it has undoubt- 
edly been very great. But great as it has 
been, we can see that it might have become 
greater. We have trembled at the prospect. 
The situation might have grown worse, 
much worse, We have reason to believe that 
the situation in some other parts of the 
world is worse than it is here. Now, wise 
persons, when they have been overtaken by 
some calamity, say, It is very bad, but it 
might have been much worse. That is a sav- 
ing attitude of mind. That is our case and 
we may well be thankful that our situation is 
not worse. 


Then, in close connection with this, we 
seem to have reached the worst state of our 
troubles and to be beginning to emerge out 
of this worst state. The tide seems to have 
begun to turn. I am putting this guardedly. 
‘Taking the country as a whole, the need for 
relief during the coming winter is likely to 
be greater than ever. There seems to be 
agreement about this. But at the same time 
many industries are putting men back to 
work. It may be that a million men have re- 
turned to work within recent months. Some 
of this, no doubt, is seasonal occupation. 
Even though they are returning in some 
instances at deplorably low wages, it is 
better for the men and their famil It will 
help their morale. Progress toward full 
recovery will probably be very slow during 
the next few years, but the confidence of the 
people has been growing. Even our quad- 
rennial election seems to have greatly 
strengthened this. The generally accepted 
view is that we are emerging from the worst 
and that the tide has really turned. It is a 
reason for thankfulness. 

The fortitude with which our people as a 
whole have borne their hardships is another 
reason for thankfulness. Many individuals, 
indeed, have not been equal to the strain 
and have collapsed. There has been a very 
deep and widespread discontent with the 
existing conditions. There has been, without 
doubt, some bitter resentment. There has 
been some justifiable ground for it. There 
has been some ill-advised agitation and 
movements, but there has been no rioting, 
no destruction of property. The pent up 
feelings of the people found vent in a tre- 
mendous but peaceful election. There has 
been no revolution. The people have been 
Joyal to our government and to our institu- 
tions. The fortitude with which the people as 
a whole are meeting the crisis is remarkable 
and is an eloquent testimony to their strength 
and spirit. It is a ground for thankfulness. 

The generosity, the consideration for the 
needs of others, the sense of social responsi- 
bility, of our people during this emergency is a 
further reason for thankfulness. Millions of 
our people found themselves in need. The 
work of relief was taken up and has been 
carried on with characteristic American 
energy. Every organization and institution 
serving the people girded itself for the task. 
Communities organized themsel for the 
work. A sense of social responsibility was 
awakened. The hearts of the people have 
been stirred. Vast sums of money have been 
contributed. Wholly apart from the organ- 
ized channels of relief, millions of private 
kindnesses have been shown. It has been on a 

yast e. Few are in a position to know 
how cast. Surely it is cause for thankfulness. 

Let us note something else. Through all 
this deeply troubled period, our people, 
together with mankind everywhere, have 
been forced to think, to think deeply and 
seriously, more deeply and more seriously

Subdued Russia 
Pictured in Talk 


A Russia of a trampled-under-foot popu- 
lace was graphically depicted by Rennie 
Smith of London, England, in an address at 
George Washington hall last Friday night. 
A people depressed, fearful, subdued, is the 
true side of a life painted as abounding with 
prosperity by propaganda prepared by the 
Soviet leaders, according to the address of 
the English speaker. 

It is hard to secure a realistic picture of 
the great socialistic experiment, Mr. Smith 
stated, since there is no freedom of speech 
there and since foreigners are only allowed 
to see the bright spots. The people do not 
dare to talk to travellers, for the OGPU, the 
secret police, will surely find out and make 
an investigation. Death without trial is the 
penalty. Mussolini cannot compare with 
Stalin, he stated, in exercising control over 
freedom of speech. 

As an example of the difference between 
official presentation of the facts and the 
actual truth Mr. Smith mentioned the 
money question. Officially the comparative 
value of Russian and American money 
might be seven to one, but, actually one 
could get anywhere from 20 to 120 to one. 

Referring to his countryman, George 
Bernard Shaw, Mr. Smith told his audience 
that G. B. S. had met only the leaders in 
Russia and had not come in contact with the 
proletariat and his intolerable situation. 
The speaker said that in spite of the glowing
